I feel anxious to see the end of 
this. I am glad that I am not more interested 
pecuniarily. However, yon suggested, months 
ago, that such things might occur, but we 
hardly believe it. * * * 


Just what is to blame for the havoc caused 


among our Boston friends is a difficult matter 
to state. A combination of things are at the 
bottom of the disaster, any one of which may 
have been the cause. The mine did not show 
as rich as was expec'.ed on the 2,100 or 2,200 
levels. It is quite certain that the large blocks 
of inside stock were thrown upon the market. 
The bonanza fir i. until recently made no effort 
to check the decline. But if the dissatisfaction 
is great in Boston it is still greater here. Mora 
anathemas on the market will be heard on Pine 
streft iu one hour than! the staid old "Hub" 
in a week. But we do believe the Sierra Nevada 
mine will yet rome out all right, and that 
BoatoB will a chance to get even on its invest- 
ments; but it must not! be impatient or too 
hasty. Onr folks out here are not worse than: 
people there, the syndicate man to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. If we possess any ad vantage i 
over the syndicate, it is that they did no1; clean 
up and remove from this coast large profits 
when they might easily have done so.
